Canadians believed in hu- 
man rights and practiced them. 

The 30 anticles. of the declaration. 
put into official form the democratic’ 
ideal of freedom and equality with- 
out regard to sex, race, creed or 
color, Of particular impact to the 
Fiugsians, article 13 s-ts forth that 


-everyone has the right to leave any 


country, including his owh, This is 
a tight denied to most people under 
the Soviet system. 

During the assembly in Paris’ 
stately Palais de Chaillot, the U.N. 
cooled off diplomatic fevers in three 
of the world’s major trouble spots— 
Palestine, Berlin and Greece. ‘But 
still to come was a lasting cure. 

Martial law has been proclaimed 
throughout China by Genéralissimo 
Ohiang Kai-Shek to tighten the de- 
fences of the Nationalist govern- 
ment against the growing mienace 
of Communist armies, : 

More tha 5,000 small army detach 
ments were detailed in the Nanking 
area to make a house to house 
search for Communists and magis- 
trates in each diatrict of China af- 
fected by the order were given pow- 
er to enforce martial law. 

Meanwhile, on the battle front, 
three Nationalist army groups trap- 
ped by the Communists south of

New Organ I stalled 
In Catholic Church 


-The Church of the Blessed Sacra- 
ment in Wainwright has _ recently 
installed ‘a very valuable asset to its 
building in the form of a new Min- 
shall Blectric Organ. 

At a cost of slightly more than 
$1500.00 this fine musical instrument 
was purchased from an Edmonton 
firm and installed by their crafsmen. 
The ongan is in two separate pieces, 
the organ proper with keyboard 
and the amplifying unit which 
stends off in the corner connected 
only by wires and electric cable, 

The tone of an electric organ can 
be made’ to resemble every possible 
instrument from violin through to 
pipe organ with little noticeable dif- 
‘erence to the ear from the actual) 
instrument. The music from an. el- 
ectric organ is produced through 
electric .vibrations of the sounding 
board. The keys act as switches and 
on pressing the key of any particu- 
‘ar note, the electrical impulses are 
set up to produce the pitch of sound 
which the particular key was tuned 
to. 

The members of the parish are to 
be congr>tulated.in obtaining this 
modern instrument for their church, 
as it is the first of its type in‘ thie 
district.

In respect to Auction Sale advertisements appearing 
in the Star, we have tried before on several occasions to

_ umns without much success. It might be their attitude 
toward advertising an auction sale in this manner that 
has prevented them from doing such before.

| 000,000 pounds before the end of 
1948. At first ithe target was set at 
»195,000,000 pounts but when Bri- 
tain’s dollar shortage forced her to 
cancel her meat contract with ‘the 
Dominion, the bacon target was in- 
creased, k 

Lately, Canada’s shipments of 
bacon overseas have been decreased. 
This started a controversy in which 
Britain's food minister, John Stra- 
chey, suggested in the British Com- 
mons ithat Canada’s slow shipments 

. were, forcing decreases in the Brj- 
tish ration. gt 

A Canadian Meat Board spokes; 
man gaid the shipments had been 
alowed only because thé contract 
was almost completely filled. 

If Britain wanited more bacon, all 
she had to do was pay for it, the 
spokesman added. The probiem is 
that Britain is short of dollars. 

Britain had ‘asked Canada to un- 
freeze the $235,000,000 that remain- 
ed of the 1946 loan to Britain. The 


*) request so far has not been met but 


@ ‘Cabinet source pointed out that if 
Britain could assure Canada of a 
secure position in British markets, 
the money would be released. 
Cattl© Shipments Increase 

Canada was also short of dollars 
—American dollars—but her posl- 
tion was becoming steadily better, 
in one small part due to a sharp in- 
crease in the shipment of cattle. 

In one month alone— September 
— Canada exported G1G,000,000 
worth of cattle and $7,500,000 worth 
.of fresh beef and veal to the US. 
Between the period Aug. 16-Nov. 17 
more than 205,000 cattle crossed the 
border, 

This news caused some concern to 
the government, The heavy shipment 
of Canadian cattle was resulting in 
a domestic shortage of animal fats. 

There was need, too, for such im- 
portdnt by-producty as hides, pro- 
tein feeds and certain specialized 
products needed in the pharmaceu- 
tical industry. An example was the 
use of the pancreas as an essential 
ingredient in the manufacture of in- 
sulin. 

The government’s bureau of stat- 
istics estimated that the total value 


of cattle exported was not a net. gain ~ 


in foreign trade. Because of the nec- 
essity of importing the by-products 
Canada was losing trough cattle ex- 
ports, the neb gain of the exports 
was reduced by between 12 and 15 
per cent, 

To offset the shortages, Canada 
asked the United States for an al- 
location of inedible tallow and 
grease and soybean oil. The request 
was met with an allocation of 8,800,- 
000 pounds of tallow end grease, No 
word was received as to what allo- 
cation Canada will receive of soy- 
bean oil. : 

No Conscription 

Canada is to have no 
military conscription. 

Defence Minister Claxton told a 
press conference last week peace- 
time conscription was out of the 
question for Canada. - But this did 
not mean she would not have ade- 
quate defence forces. 

The recruiting picture wags bright- 
ening. During October 847 officers 
and men entered the regular forces

The sutike cost the workers $1,- 
775,000 in lost wages. It cost the 


constantly moving ‘in the commun- 
ity benefitting the shop-keeper, the 
merchant, the milkman, the farm- 
er in the surrounding communities, 
the doctor, the dentist, the city it- 
eelf, All suffered. It went farther 
than that to more distant places. It
